The Word "Monsieur." 



Those whose knowledge of French is 
limited to the word "monsieur." and 
they are legion, m.iy, after reading the 
following romarks on that won! in a 
French paper, at least congratulate 
themselves that they pronounce it right 

iv. Others, again, to whom "depuis,' 1 

'•Neuilly," and s oh words otter insu- 

f terabit obstaoles, will be surprised to 
earn that the pronunciation of "mon- 
sieur" is a sort Of Parisian shibboleth. 
It was not till the fifteenth century that 
'•monsieur" was evolved from menu 
senlorem. At this time tne ending was 

fully pronounced wiih its r, as in lt *leur %1 
nowadays; but when thnword ceased to be 
exclusively applied to the nobil ty, about 
the end of the seventeenth c ntury, the 
frequency of the appellation caused the 
slipshod pronunciation t h it is M inter- 
estinfr a fact to philologists, and the r 
was dropped. The ftftt syllable, which 
was pronounced "IttOUn" in the six- 
teenth century, and which has perhaps 
survived In the n uticul word u-ed bv 
"Jack Tar, of pibdtn," ^mounseer* 1 i» : 
came inodilied to iuc, though there II a 
learned dispute as to whether this is not 
part of the langtie d'oil. The "mo-sieif ' 
became "ny-sTan," which is generally 
pronounced as "m'sieu" in 1882, or, if 
one wishes to talk as a real gavroche, 
"m'seu.'* perhaps some one in this 
ooUatry will trace for us the viowsiiudes 
of the word ♦•mistress" in its depreda- 
tion to Mrs., or master to Mr.
